ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilson 
et al(5,400,246). 

- In considering claims 1-44, the claimed subject matter that is met by Wilson 
includes: 

1 ) the providing a plurality of surveillance devices, establishing a virtual 
configuration perimeter, providing a relational database containing information, 
establishing a virtual event perimeter comprising at least one event driven agent, and 
the physical, utility, abstraction, and application layers are met by the data acquisition 
and control system including surveillance devices such as door/window sensors, 
cameras, alarms, etc(see: column 9, lines 40 et seq), and as well establishing 
configuration perimeter and event perimeters via PC(12) including MASTER CONTROL 
panel(80) which allows configuration of devices and environments to by an operator of 
the system to monitor events and gather data pertaining to those events(see: column 
10, lines 15 et seq).
